REMARKS. 


In publishing this Catalogue, our object has been to enumerate only such 
varieties as can be supplied, and are of acknowledged merit. Many new 
Kinds of doubtful quality, and also older varieties which have been super- 
seded, have been omitted. To a limited extent, these can be supplied to 
those who order them. The utmost care is used in the propagation of 
genuine sorts, and the stock is in every respect of the best quality, 

Experience has proved that trees grown in our cold New England climate 
thrive much better than those imported, or brought from other States. A 
tree which has been injured by being long exposed out of ground, or which 
for any reason requires a year or two of nursing, with a liability to loss, is 
expensive at any price. The best trees, freshly dug and well protected, are 
beyond question the cheapest. 

In planting, be particular that the land is thoroughly drained ; make the 
holes amply large; prune all bruised roots with a clean cut; plant shallow, 
so that the roots may run in the rich surface soil, and not be plunged in a 
cold, lean subsoil. Work the earth through the roots and press moderately 
with the foot. In case of loss of roots, prune the top sparingly to correspond. 
Malching is advantageous in most cases, and also the weight of stones, when 
the tree is liable to be loosened by the wind. Apples should be planted 25 to 
30 feet apart, requiring 69 to 49 trees for an acre. Pears and Cherries, 16 to 
20 fret, or 170 to 110 for an acre. Dwarf Pears, 8 to 10 feet, or 681 to 430 
per acre. Peaches, 15 feet, or 200 per acre. Currants, 4 feet, or 2,720 per 
acre. Strawberries, in rows 3 feet apart and 1 foot in the row, or 14,500 
plants per acre.
